This would form the trunk lines; 
hut as feeder branches are contem ­ 
plated to the Bering river, M atanuska 
and Susitna valley regions to open 
the vast coal supplies and other min­ 
eral deposits, the total mileage of the 
proposed branches would he 420. 
Two routes to 
the 
Bering 
river 
fields were suggested, one git Katalla 
and the other via Lake Charlotte. It 
has been urged that the Katalla route 
would open the coal road to attack 
from open sea in case of war while 
the Lake Charlotte line. 12 miles in­ 
land, would he protected from ships’ 
guns by intervening hills. 
Y rom Seward, on the west shores of j 
Prince William sound, 
the 
Alaska 
Northern railroad winds through the 
hills to Kern c re e k .'on the shore of 
Tnrnagain Arm of Cook inlet. 
The 
distance is TI miles and the company 
now is operating only light gasoline 
cars most of the time, heavier equip­ 
ment passing over the line only when 
mining machinery is to be moved in 
land. 
It was proposed to 
continue 
the line along Turnagain Arm for thir­ 
ty miles, then swing northward up 
the east shore of Knik Arm crossing 
that inlet at its head and follow* the 
Susitna 
valley 
to 
Chiilitna 
Pass, 
emerging on the hanks of the Chulitna 
river. 
Following the 
Chulitna 
to 
Broad Pass, the line would make a 
right angle to find its way via the 
canons of the Nenana river to the 
banks of the Tanana along which the 
final stretch to Fairbanks would lie. 
It was suggested th at dining the 
summer months Knik Harbor on the 
east shore of Knik Arm would be an 
available terminal saving 115 miles of 
rail haul to and from Seward. 
The 
harbor is ice closed in winter while 
Seward and Cordova are both ice free 
roadsteads. 
Cordova harbor, it had been report­ 
ed, is more desirable for a terminal 
of the line because the great depth of 
water at Seward 
makes 
anchorage 
difficult. The Seward route, however, 
wvas closer to the coal fields and to 
the known mineral belts than the 
Cordova line and it was argued that 
the route of the Copper river rail­ 
road made it subject to the moods of 
the glaciers among which it threads 
its way into the river mouth, 
AU reports looked to the eventual 
extension of the system to Yukon 
from Fairbanks and also discussed ad­ 
ditional branch lines to tap other pro­ 
ductive localities. 
Probably tile greatest tonnage for 
the system eventually will come from 
the coal fields of the Matanuska or 
Bering river regions. 
W hether 
the 
Bering field would supply suitable 
coat for navy use or not has been a 
m atter of controversy for vyears. 
\ 
report on navy tests made in 1912 
was submitted to congress last year 
which said the Bering coal 
was 
not 
suitable for the navy unless a higher 
grade of product was discovered when 
the deposits were explored for devel­ 
opment. 
The coal consumption of the Pacific 
coast has been estimated at 1,500,000 
tons annually, exclusive of the 150,000 
tons or more that the navy will need 
each year. 
What the government 
thinks 
of 
Alaska is indicated by the expendi­ 
ture of $25,000,000 for a railway, or 
almost five times the $7,200,000 which 
the I nited States paid 
Russia 
for 
Alaska. From Alaskan territory gold 
bullion worth more than $200,000,000

The successful operation of a drag 
Involves two principles: The first con­ 
cerns the length and position of the 
hitch, while the second deals with the 
position of the driver on the drag. 
Each influences the other to a large 
extent and successful manipulation of 
the drag is dependent upon an under­ 
standing of both of them. 
For ordinary purposes the snatch 
link, or clevis, should be fastened far 
enough toward the blade end of the 
chain to force the unloaded drag to j 
follow' the team at an angle of 45 de- J 
grees. 
This will cause the earth to | 
move along the face of the drag 
smoothly and will give comparatively 
light draft to the team, provided the 
driver rides in the line of draft. 
The distance from the drag at which 
the team is hitched affects the depth 
of the cutting. 
Shortening the chain 
tends to liftythe front slab from the 
ground; a longer hitch causes the 
blade to cut more deeply. The length

Serviceable Road Drag. 


of the hitch may be regulated by 
lengthening and shortening the chain 
at the end which runs through the 
hole in the blade end of the drag. Usu­ 
ally two horses are enough to pull a 
drag over an ordinary earth road. 
The object of the drag is to move 
earth toward the center of the road­ 
way and to raise it gradually above 
the surround:vg level. 
\\rhile this is 
being accomplished, all mudholes and 
ruts will be filled, into which traffic 
will press the fresh earth. The drag 
does the best work when the soil is 
moist, but not sticky. 
In soils full of loose stones or even 
small bowlders the drag does good 
service. The loose stones are drawn 
Into a windrow’ down the center of 
the road, while the earth is deposited 
around the bowlders in such a w’ay 
that Hie surface is leveled. 
The approximate cost of a split-log 
drag, labor and material is about three 
dollars; the cost for dragging one 
mile, going over several times, team 
and driver, is just what you will make 
it from one dollar up. depending on 
the number of times required to go 
over the rough road. 
The advantages to be gained from 
the persistent use of a road drag may 
be summarized as follows: 
The maintenance of a smooth, serv­ 
iceable earth road free from ruts and 
mudholes. 
The obtaining of such k 
road surface with the expenditure of 
little money and labor in comparison 
w ith the money and labor required for 
other methods. The reduction of mud 
in wet weather and of dust in dry 
weather.

meeting to cope, on a definite basin, 
With the smoke nuisance which has 
prevailed at virtually all the Califor­ 
nia race meetings during the winter, 
will undoub'edly be the function of j 
the authorities of the sport at no dis­ 
tant date. 
Smoke from the exhaust of racing 
automobiles has been long a stench 
in the noses of the spectators and a 
source of accident to competitors. 
It 
arises from the Jncompiete combus­ 
tion of gasoline and from the surplus 
of lubricating oil with which some 
drivers insist on drenching the motors 
of ti cir cars. 
Jn the earlv days of the sport this 
smoke was accepted as a 
nuisance 
which could not be avoided. That th e 
time is now ripe for engineers lo de­ 
sign cars which will not smoke ot 
else to suffer the penalty for ineffi­ 
cient motors apd carburet ion, is a 
view which is taken by many racing 
authorities. 
This was, in fact, the stand taken 
by the management of 
the 
recent 
Venice, Cal., Grand Prize race. 
The 
course at Venice was only three mile- 
in circuit and contained several nar­ 
row stretches, on one of which the 
grand stand happened to be located. 
The urns 
were 
sharp 
in 
several 
plates and the danger from smoke 
especially great. 
. Acting on the power conferred by 
the American Automobile Association 
rules for he protection of spectators 
and the general safety of contestants, 
'the Venice authorities, backed by 
Chairman Kennerdell, of the contest 
board, announced before the race that 
any autom otor reported as smoking, 
either on the course or on leaving 
the pits, should be flagged to a stop 
and the crew compelled to drain the 
crank case. 
This precaution worked 
wonderfully in reducing the amount 
of smoke on the course. 
While sev­ 
e ra l drivers complained bitterly over 
what they proclaimed a hardship, and 
although the restriction 
may 
have 
eliminated a few cars during the race, 
it yvas generally voted that the exper­ 
iment had been a success. 
As a m atter of fact, the offensive 
smoking is, to a great extent, a driv­ 
ing trick, used by the crew of a car 
thai is being overtaken .lo prevent the 
car following a good enough vieyv of 
the roadway to enable it 
to 
pass. 
Hitherto such tactics have been deem 
ed semi-legitimate.

“The 
light-footed 
torpedo 
boats 
either cruise 
at 
definite distances 
lrom each other or they lie still/pre­ 
serving the same distances. Each of 
them, however, exercises all the time 
an extremely careful control of that 
section of the sea appointed for it. 
The moment that the periscope, or 
perhaps the conning tower, of a sub­ 
marine appears above the surfaoe, it 
is fired at, or else a torpedo boat 
which 
happens 
to 
be 
favorably 
placed for the manoeuver 
leaps at 
top speed toward the point where 
the submarine has appeared, its ob­ 
ject being to ram the submarine be­ 
fore the adversary 
has 
seen it or 
has had time to dive deep enough to 
enable the vessel to glide over it. 
“Even if the attempt to ram is a 
failure, the enemy’s destroyers only 
increase their watchfulness, 
on the 
ground that 
the 
submarine 
must 
sooner or later come to the surface 
to get its hearings. That is particu­ 
larly the case in waters where there 
is a great deal of merchant shipping. 
“Owing to the narrow rang? of vis 
ion of the 
submarine 
through its 
periscope, compared to the range of 
its own visibility from the bridge of 
a destroyer, it is quite possible for a 
destroyer to observe it and reach the 
spot traveling at full speed before 
the submarine in turn can sight the 
destroyer and dive for safety.

little as possible on the surface o 
the water.

German

marines have summoned British or 
French steamers to stop and orderer 
the crew to leave the vessel by signa 
or megaphone.

“Destroryers sot far off, or in such 
a light as to be invisible from a sub 
marine, may be .lurking or may note 
the meeting of submarine and steam 
er and may rapidly approach the spot 
hidden perhaps behind the merchant 
ship. 
The delay in sinking the merchant 
man may then easily prove fatal to 
the submarine.

When a herd of hogs is Infected 
with cholera a certain number will re­ 
cover from the disease. 
This occurs 
whether they have been treated with 
serum or the disease is allowed to 
take its course. 
It is quite common 
to hear a farm er remark that some of 
his hogs lingered along for several 
weeks before they died or began to 
show signs of recovery. These hogs 
are capable of throwing off cholera 
germs during the entire time of their 
sickness, and they will keep infection 
on the premises until the immunity 
of the hogs treated with serum has 
run out; 
consequently another out­ 
break of cholera. 
It has been fully demonstrated that, 


from a sanitary viewpoint, it is far 
better to kill and burn all hogs that 
do not show immediate signs of re­ 
covery; and it is also a saving for the 
farm er to get rid of these chronics, 
as the time and feed required to get 
them 
into 
thriving 
condition is of 
more value than the hogs. 
The fu­ 
ture crop of pigs must be considered, 
and the quicker 
the 
premises 
arc 
cleaned and disinfected the sooner it 
will be safe to bring susceptible hogs 
to the farm. 
These seemingly small things are 
of great importance in the better con­ 
trol of hog cholera, and are worthy of 
your consideration. 
Have you killed 
those lingering chronics? If not, now 
is the best time to do so, and make 
a thorough cleaning and disinfection 
of the premises.

He elaborated the unhealthy bank 
accumulation by stating that capital­ 
ists are afraid of railroad securities 
under existing 
conditions; 
railroad 
managements 
can 
secure 
only 
a 
small portion of the money required, 
and this at unusual)’ high rates; that 
producers of m aterials entering into 
railroad 
maintenance 
and 
better­ 
ments are accordingly 
seriously re­ 
stricted in their operations, 
the ac­ 
cumulative effects being those mil­ 
lions of idle money, vast armies of 
idle laborers and general depression 
in almost all lines 
of business that 
affects alike the manufacturer, job­ 
ber, retailer, farmer and wage earn­ 
er. He asserted that while railroad 
building in the United States had en­ 
hanced the value of millions of acres 
of land from $10 to $200 an acre, ad­ 
verse and restrictive legislation dur­ 
ing the past ten years has depreciat­ 
ed railroad property to the extent of 
eight billion dollars.
